Of the ECLIPSES of the Two Great Luminaries 
in 1774- | 

HIS Year affords two Eclipſes of the Sun, both of 

them nearly central; the one before his Apogee, 
and the other after it: Conſequently we cannot expect the 
Moon to be eclipſed at all until the Year following. This 
Account of the Eclipſes, with the Time of their happen- 
ing, and ſome other Remarks following, are as they were 
tranſmitted to me by my aſtronomical Friend, Mr. H. Au- 
pREWS, Teacher of the Mathematics at Reyſfon, in the 
County of Her:ford, with whom Youth may be commen- 
dably boarded at very reaſonable Rates. 

The firſt of theſe ſolar Eclipſes happeneth upon Satur- 
day the 12th of March, near our ten in the Forenoon, but 
it will be inviſible to us in Exgland, if the Sun ſhine ever 
ſo clear, by Reaſon of the Moon's Parallax, tho' ſhe has 
North Latitude; yet it is fo ſmall, that her Parallax will 
depreſs her too low for us Europeans to have a Sight of it, 
but in more ſouthern Situations it will be a very great E- 
clipſe; for in 14 Degree of South Latitude, and in 
30 4 Degrees Eaſt Longitude from London, the Sun will 
be central and annular eclipſed on the Meridian, vis. at 
their Noon day. The ſecond and laſt of theſe Eclipſes, 
which is alſo inviſible to theſe Parts of the Globe, happens 
upon T ue/day the 6th of September, about our Two in the 
Morning, In Latitude of 9 Degrees North, and 150 De- 
grees Eaſt from London, the Sun will annular and centrally

On Sunday the 8th of 
May, there happens a notable and beautiful Occultation of 
the Planet Mercury by the Moon: 'This ConjunCtion is 
worth the Notice of the Curious, for though it is in the 
Day Time, it may be diſcovered by a tolerable good Teleſ- 
cope of no more than four or five Feet in Length, if the 
Air be clear. The Immerſion will be 38 Minutes paſt Se- 
ven in the Morning, and the Emerſion 13 Minutes paſt 
Eight; fo that Mercury will be covered by the Moon 35 
Min. and this Planet being near his greateſt Elongation from 
the Sun, makes it an Occultation worthy the Obſervation 
of the curious Aſtronomers-

&c. from the late Dr. Bragley's Obiervations. 


A Continuation of the Effects of COMETS, which 
I promiſed in my laſt. 

'F: H E next that I ſhall take Notice of, is that of 1456; 

but Mr, Zdward Sherburne ſays there were two at 
the ſame Time, and that they began in June, the one in 
Cancer, the other in Leo, and their Tails were above 60 
Degrees in Length ; there followed great Ruin, and De- 
ſtruction to Mankind, Wars, Peſtilences, and Earthquakes, 
bloody Wars between the Turks and Chriſtians ; and that 
great Man John Huniages, the Terror to the Turks, died 
much lamented by all Europe. Alſe there was a direful 
Earthquake in /taly, by Means whereof 30,000 Perſons loſt 
their Lives, and the young King of Hungaria, on the Day 


appointed for his Marriage, died ſuddenly. One of Hu- 


niades's Sons, being then a Priſoner and expecting Sentence 


of Death, was ſet at Liberty, and choſen King; 1 


River in Europe, might be waded over; ſuch horrible Winds 
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there was a ſudden and ſtupendous Alteration of Affairs: 
Scanderberg's Wars, and the great Commotions cauſed 
thereby, were about this Time, In the Year :460 a no- 
table Comet was ſeen, as Pretorius Rockenbaechius, and 
Funccius relate, the King of France and the King of Scet- 
land died. Cracovia was laid waſte with Fire and Sword. 
In England, the Duke of York, aſpiring to the Throne, 
headed an Army, deſigning to depoſe the King, but 
was himſelf ſlain, His Son, the Earl of March, put in tor 
the Crown, between whom, and King Henry VI. there 
was, this Year, the bloodieſt Battle fought that ever was 
known in England. No leſs than 37,000 Engliſhmin were 
flain in one Day. The Earl gets the Crown, and the King 
was kept Priſoner in the Tower, A civil War began in 
France. 

In the Year 1470, a marvellous Comet appeared. That 
great Mathematician Regiomontanus, (whom Peter Ramus 
calls the Glory of Germany) wes accurate in obſerving that 
Prodigy in all its Motions, from whom Mizaldus hath 
given an exact Deſcription of it. The Body of the Star did 
at firſt ſeem ſmall, but on a ſudden it grew to a wonderous 
Magnitude, and then again decreaſed : Sometimes of a 
white, other while of a Flame like Aſpect. The Blaze 
was at the firſt Appearance, and a little before it diſappear- 
ed, ſhort ; but after it had been ſeen above 40 Days, the 
Length of it was above 50 Degrees ; its Duration was the 
Space of 80 Days At firſt it could be ſeen only in the 
Morning, at laſt only in the n in the Middle of 
its Duration it might be ſeen all the Night long: Its Mo- 
tion, (which was always retrograde) at its Beginning and 
Ending, was flow, but in the Midſt of its Circuit was ſwift, 
even ſo as to diſpatch o Degrees in one natural Day; it 
paſſed from Virgo thro' Bootes, the Dragon, Ur/a Minor, 


the Feet of Cepheus, Brea of Caſſiopeia, Andromeda, Piſces, 


Serpentarius, until it came to the Whale, where, by Reaſon 
of Occaſus Heliacus, it diſappeared. The Blaze did con- 
tinually point at the Gemini In the ſame Night, preſently 
after Sun-ſet, it would point to the Eaſt, near Midnight to 
the South, after Midnight to the Weſt, a little hefore Sun- 
riſe to the North. As for the Events ; there followed a 
very great Drought, of three Years Continnance ; fo that 
in Hungary the great River Danau, which is the greateſt 
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in Germany as blew down many Houſes ; a terrible Plague 
in which many deſerted from their Relations, that ſo they 
might eſcape with their own Lives, The cruel Wars of the 
Duke of Burgundy, which continued until his Death; alſo 
Wars between the Hungarians and Polanders ; and in the 
Eaſt between the Per/fians and the Turks ; this Year the K. 
of England, Henry VI. was murdered by the bloody Hand; 
of the Duke of Glouceſter. 

Anno 1477, a cærulean dark coloured Comet was ſeen, a; 
Eckſtormius and Alſtedius relate: And Mixaldus ſays, the Emp, 
Charles V. uſed to ſay, that blazing Star was portenteous of 
his Grandfather's Death, who 3 others that were 
ſlain in the Battle fought before Nanrz that Year : It waz 
a fatal Year to many other Princes, A direful Plague fol. 
lowed ; and ſuch Heat and Drought, that great Rivers were 
dried up, and not only Frait-trees were deſtroyed, but whole 
Foreſts were ſet on Fire by the ſcorching Heat of the Sun, 

Anno 1491, a Comet appeared in the Evening, a little 
after Sun-ſet; the Star ſmall, but the Stream * ex- 
tending itſelf Eaſtward in direct Oppoſition to the Body of 
the Sun: Immediately after which the Turks overcame Dal- 
matia and Sclavonia. There was alſo a great Mortality 
both amongſt Men and Cattle. The Pope and the King 
of Poland died that Year, The King of Portugal was 

killed by a Fall from his Horſe. The next Year the new 
World, (as it uſed to be called) wiz. that Part of the World 
which now bears the Name of America, was diſcovered by 
\ Chriftopher Columbus 

Theſe are the Accounts of ſome of the Catalogue of Co- 
mets I have by me, and from hence I ſay it has been owned, 
either vocally or tacitly, by all that have wrote of Comets, 
and their Natures, that they are always followed and at- 
tended with remarkable Circumſtances in the World, as 
Scarcity, Wars, Peſtilences, Earthquakes, Inundations, 
Sc. with Variety of other Miſchiefs which are prejudicial 
to Mankind ; and theſe we may reaſonably judge to be 
produced by their walignant 3 Beſides, if theſe 
Comets were made, (as in all Probability they were) at the 
ſame Time God made the 1eit of the cœleſtial Family, it 

is moſt certain they were intended for ſomething more, 
than to amuſe Mankind with a bare Speculation of them 
once in five or ſix hundred Years, more or leſs. I would 
have been more copious in this Diſcourſe, if I had not 

| thought 
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thought I had ſaid more already than will be kindly receiv - 
ed ; but be ir as it will, I hope it may be a Means to ex- 
cite ſome abler Pen to enquire into the Truth of this Doc- 
trine, and ſo communicate their Thoughts of it to the next 
Age, which may perhaps improve the aſtrological Part, as 
they have the mathematical: And fo I deſcend to ſome 
other Particulars. You may remember | told you laſt Year, 
that a Gentleman, ſome Years ſince, preſented me with a 
large Volume of Hieroglyphics ; I printed one of them in 
my laſt Year's Work, and ſhall yearly do ſo while I am able 
to write; That for this Year is the following:

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Child - bearing and Child-bed, But what I hall more par- 
ticularly obſerve in this Quarter is, that in February laſt 
1773, was an Oppoſition of the two ſuperior Planets Saturn 
and Jupiter; which, as I obſerved, generally ſtir up Sej- 
tion, Tumults, and Diſcontents in the Minds of Men, 
Animoſities and Quarrels between different Parties, under 
one and the fame Government ; according to the Saying 
of Origanus, in eo Anno nulla quies cum Saturnus & Ju 
piter in Oppoſitione ſunt, nunquam enim Mentes Homi. 
num quieſcunt; and of Haly, ſigniſicar Lites & Conten- 
tiones inter Homines, &c.
